In olden time— that is, In the time of 


the~lre..*>dictine monks of Haul Creek— 
these fetes weie religious celebrations, 
and in the TV, elfth century the autumnal 
examination of vines w as the signal for 
festivities 
The Benedictines cared for 


body as well as soul and they formed 
themselves into a society called the "Vine 
Dresners (or Vine Growers') 
brother- 


hood ' 
It is said, although the archives 


\veiejdestroyed by Brein the Seventeenth 
century, that these holy monks celebrat- 
ed a successful vintage by banquets, 
music aed dance The vine growers ar- 
rayed themselves as Bacchus and as Noah, 
supposed to be the first husbandman, 
visited all the vineyards, reproved for 
neglect o- vines and distributed prizes 
to those worthy of reward 
Gradually 


these fetes became less and less religious 
and in the Sixteenth century the republic 
of Berne was obliged to suppress the 
fetes of Lausanne then reduced to mere 
orgies 
Since then everywhere but at 


Vevay, these fetes have been suppressed 
and at hist Vevay alone in her glory 
tried to celebrate every three years but 
now about five times in a century seems 
to be the rule 
In the Nineteenth ct-n 


tury there have been celebrations in 1819 
18J3, 1804, 1804 and !889 


THE FEASTING 


Fifteen thousand people are comfort- 


ably seated in the amplutheatre, con 
Btructed on the Place du Marcbe and 
framed by the Alps and by Lake Geneva 
called by Victor Hugo "a magnificent 
emerald, enchcised as in silver amongst 
mountains of snow ' 


Two hundred thousand francs, about 


§40 000 have been expended by the 
municipality and one can have an idea 
of the fetes importance by the prepara 
tions made for feeding the actors and 
vine dressers 
Three immense dining 


halls capable of holding 8 000 persons 
have been erected and the dishes are 
transported from these halls to the kitch 
en by means of a railway 
Eight enor 


xnous caldrons and sis ovens rurmsh all 
the meats and vegetables necessary and 
the 
v> uaes are of the best, selected b,> 


members of the society 


The open side of the arena is occupied 


by three monumental gates, through 
•which enter the allegorical groups 
At 


5 o'clock in the morning the groups 
formed and marched to the arena at 8 
o'clock the president made a npeech of 
•welcome, prizes were distributed, and at 
9 o'clock began the grand entertainment 


The pi ooesbion was preceded by a com 


pany of Sw iss, men of imposing stature 
costumed as lansquenets 
These were 


accompanied by music of fife and drum 
and after them came the groups repre 
seating the seasons

/L No Kan's Land, 'Where Fierce \Tlld 


Animals Make Their Borne. 


Down in the wire grass, where the 


stately Georgia pine mingles with the 
spreading Florida magnolia, lies the 
?reat Okeefeenokee swamp, larger in 
extent than any county in Georgia and 
surpassing in wild desolation the Dis- 
mal swamp of Virginia. No white 
man has ever traversed its hidden re- 
cesses, and even the untamed Indians, 
when they roamed unmolested the 
broad savannahs of the wire grass, 
shunned it as a land which the Great 
Spirit had made to tremble under his 
curse. The fish and game, so abund- 
ant and vaned, possessed but little at- 
traction for him, and he preferred the 
open plains and the waters of the Alta- 
maha, the Ala pah a and the Satilla. 
When the Indian had disappeared and 
Ihe lands weie divided out among the 
whites, no application was made for 
this wilderness No one wanted it, no 
one would have it, and hence it came 
to be regarded as no man's laud. ' 


It is a dense swamp, as impenetrable 


as the jungles of India, where the pine 
and the cypress and the maple and the 
black erum and the tupelo are clad 
with the dark gray moss, and around 
their trunks the pliant rattan, the 
clambering bamboo, the deadly poison 
oak, the running fox grape and the 
thorny touch-me-not twist and cling 
and climb. 


Briars of rank growth and the 


gnarled roots of the sun palmetto and 
tufts of luxuriant wire grass afford a 
hiding place for moccasins and scor- 
pions and spiders. Where the undcr- 
gi owth is not so dense near the margin 
H the sluggish waters, the footfall of 
n in or beast makes the eai th tremble 
for a half dozen yards^m every direo 
tion, and still nearer the quagmire be- 
comes so yielding that, in the express- 
ive language of a native, "it -nould 
bog a saddle blanket " 


In the waters huge alligators, almost 


as lai ge as their cousins of the Nile, 
lazily float about watching for their 
piey, and it is ahundant for trout, 
and pike, and jack, and biearn—the 
best hsh that ever swam—swarm in 
the waters like grasshoppeis on the 
plains 
The fishciman who has the 


haidihood to wade thiough mud and 
slush, and face the weird loneliness, 
as well as the growl of the bear and 
ci y of the wildcat, is more than i epaid 
With a pole no longer than a buggy 
whip, a line half its length and a few 
worms, a half hour's woi k will secure 
a bountiful 
dinner. And any man 


who could not appreciate a half dozen 
of those bream, nicely browned, flank 
ed by a "gopber" loaf and two cups of 
steaming coffee, ought to be taken up 
and sent to school 
He is not edu 


cated 


Through tho hummock the bears 


have made winding paths, and along 
the margins of the lakes the other 
slides are numerous 
Wading1 about 


in the shallow streams the long necked 
crane and the dun coloieJ Indian pul 
let, without much e\'eition, secure 
their food, and, perched upon a dead 
limb of some overhanging cypress, the 
hshhawk watches for a choice i epast 
The bald eagle, with its eight foot 
spread of wing, soars above the tree 
tops, ready tcTswoop down upon rab 
bit, squn i cl or f av> n 


In some hollow g im tree the fusky 


cubs climb up and down, waiting for 
the old sho bear to bring back the 
sweets from some bee tree which she 
has nosed out. 


In this vast jungle the roar of the 


thunder sounds louder and more ter- 
iific, and cue flash of the lightning 
ssems more lurid and destructive 


Woe betide the luckless adventurer 


who loses his way in this tangled 
wild wood and is compelled to pass 
the night here 
To the horrors of 


darknbn'? and unknown danger are 
added thu most blooJ-cuidhng sounds 
The hoarse monotone of the bullfrog, 
the wailing ciy of the catamount, the 
deep growls of the bear disturbed in 
his slumber, the crackling of tho cane 
brake under the tread of the puma, 
the mournful hoot of the owl, and the 
despaning suriek of some animal that 
has fallen a victim to the wildcat aie 
enough to freeze Ibc blood and whiten 
the hair 


Cut there aie some islands of high 


hummock in the Okeefeenokeo wheie 
the soil is rich, and sugar cane, corn, 
blarkseed cotton, rice and sweet pota- 
toes will grow in great perfection. 
There ai e indications that a few hun- 
dred feet below the surface there aie 
immense coal beds 


There are nooks of high, arable land 


•which make into tho swamp, many of 
which are inhabited 
These nooks, or 


inlets of high land, are called 
"cow 


houses " The name v» as given to them 
because in the old times, when the 
country beyond the Altamaha was 
sparsely settled, the pioneeis, who 
owned largo herds of cattle, were ac 
customed to drive them into these m- 
lets, where they could find abundant 
pasturage, and one man at the gap or 
mouth of the inlet could guard hun- 
dicdsof head of cattle fram straying 
off 


From tho Walker cow house the 


writer has seen men with as ruddy 
cheeks as ever seen in the mountains, 
and they claim that it is as healthy as 
an v part of Georgia. Tbe people there 
live in a primitive style, making an 
abundance of everything that is need- 
ed, provisions and fruits of all kinds 
At i are intervals they come out of the 
cow house to purchase their salt, coffee 
and tobacco, and to attend their church 
meetings 
Should a stranger ever en- 


ter the cow house ho is entertained 
like a prmca and urged to return. 
They are a big hearted people, and the 
rights of hospitality are sacred among 
them —Atlanta Journal. 


The Ten Toothpick*.

wishing to see how a German boy would look 
when actually engaged in a game, but I was 
disappointed, as the company soon bi oke up 
in a fight. I was not surprised, for fighting, 
not in anger or hot blood, but easily and nat 
nrally, is the amusement of the German boy 
Not that ho is more pugnacious than other 
boys, but the military discipline that curbs 
him m school and tho sight of soldiers when 
ever he steps into tho street keep constantly 
before him the idea and almost the necessity 
of fighting This lack of healthful sport sen 
ously affects the boy, depriving him of mucn 
enjoyment and making him old before he is

cooking at a boiling point (212 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) to make it digestible 
The thousands 


who habitually eat "mush," "stirabout" or 
"corn pones," cooUed in from fifteen to thirty 
minutes, may object to this statement, but it 
is made upon the anthoiityof physiologists- 
and chemists of established reputation, Af toi 
four hours' cooking, not a minute less, corn 
meal becomes suave and fi eely digestible If 
not so cooked it is never wholly mastered by 
the stomach, and becomes both a 'Vaste and 
a source of 11 ntation.—Interview in St Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Blunders That Are Made by Educated 


People Through Garelennesi. 


Faults are pardonable in conversations 


which aie not pardonable in written com- 
positions. Bnt we must be careful not to 
tike too much leeway in tbis regard and not 
to make mistakes In grammar or pronnnol 
ution. Some people are guilty ot grum< 
matical blunders through sheer caraless 
nesa. Thus u lady of my acquaintance, 
*aya a write! in tbe Lvdies' Home Journal, 
who understands trigonometry aud can 
translate Virgil, often says to me, "ton 
*(8," and yet she knowspeifectly well that 
ibis is an inexcusable mistake. 


Other people who ought to know better 


say "he don't" for "hs doesn't," "I don't 
»now as I do," instead of "I don't know 
tbat I do." 
"Ain't" and "taio't" are not 


iften nsed now oy educated people unless 
in a je ting way. It 18 an unwise thing, 
however, to be careless or [inaccurate in 
one's pronunciation or use of language, 
since tricks of speech are easily caught, 
and very bard to get tid of. Thus, when 
one is talking to servants, or other anedn- 
oated people, one is often tempted ta ado| 
h ir phraseology, in order to be readilj 
inderstood by them, bat it is better to 
vitbstand the temptation, even if one 
<hould be obliged in consequence to take 
more trouble to express ore's meaning 
li-arly. 
What shall he eaid of tbe woman who 


jays: "1 done it?" 
She has certainly 


placed herself between the horns of a dii- 
mma. Her hearers will infer, sillier that 
her early education was neglected, or that 
<be associated with uneducated ptople dar- 
ing her childhood. And yet this is a gram- 
matical fault which seems hard to get ri 
of. 
Persons «iio never say "I seen it," or 


"lie has went," or "them things," will oc- 
c >sionally be.ray themselves by letting slip 
the fatal "I done it." 


Ii is quite as incorrect to use "he" ana 


' I" for "him" and "me," or tics versa, as 
ids to say "I done it," and yet thu first 
aimed class of faults—tbat o£ using the 
*rong pronouns—is sometimes committed 
jy educated people. 


Indsed, I huve heard the phrase, "It is 


ne," justified on the ground that it was a 
iteral translation of the French o'est moi 
Bat our Bug ish grammar does not, like ill 
i?ieuch names-ike, justify the employmetr 


>t certain pronunciul forms, merely for thf 
value of euphony. "He is older than I' 
may not sound so well as. "be is older than 
ne," yet the former is tbe correct form, II 
is a very common mistake to say: "Be 
ween you and I," and yet a moment's re* 
dVction should convince any one who bai- 
irer studied g'ammer tbat he should sav 
"bstween yo« and me."

JEBUSALIM, Dee. 13—Tbe present ita- 


tion oi our paity is Mt Golgotha. 
We are 


on its Lights! point, Irom ninety to one 
hundred feet above tbe ground inrroundUit 
its irregular bm, 3,500 ttet above tbe les 
level and 13,700 feet nbovo that of the Dead 
sea, to tbe e»st ot ui. 'Iht mirf.oe of tbii 
little bill is fairly oven anil toond, gradual' 
ly sloping down toward tbe north and oov 
oring an area ol about two and a ball acres, 
including its northern slope. Tbe groum 
in composed of grayish dirt, interspersed 


itb innumerable little chips aud pebbles 


of limestone and used as a Moslem grave 
yard. An extension of Ihe bill toward Ibe 
sontUsast with a narrow surface and lowei 
in bigbt tban Golgotba proper toward the 
wall of the city is only separated from 
it by tbe road tbat runis east and west nn 
der this wall respectively to tbe Mount of 
Olives and to a new gate lately opened— 
Akra 
gate. 
Tbis 
extension 
holds 


the grotto of Jereuisab, where tradition re 
lates the propbet wrote tbe book of L< 
mentations, and where be was butted, Tb 
rocky tombs in'the semi-circular limestoni 
frouting toward the, city present an inter- 
esting feature. They are at present-en 
closed by an artificial wall, and IB order t' 
gain admission an absurdly high fee is de- 
manded. 


From Galgotha tbe view is n command 


ing one, especially over that portion of Je- 
rusalem erected on Akra and Zion, whiol 
occupies ber western site, acd most prom- 
inently, BS we view it from bere over tbe 
Damascus gate, stand the black and large 
house of the Church of tbe Holy Sepulcb>(', 
Farther beyond and in almost tbe same di 
reotion we see tbe citadel of David stand 
mg ont boldly with its circular tower ter 
ruinating in an elongated little dome 
From bere out David espied tbe beautiful 
Bethsheba bathing in the lower pool 
< i 


Gibeon. Also it ii said tbat within thest 
confines be wrote Us Psalms. Joot now 
we listen to the military band, located with 
in its wall, etnking off a lively air. It » 
not fur and we can bear It distinctly. Th 
highest point in Jerusalem is occupied b> 
tbe Latin church on tbe Akra hill. It is < 
large, fine structure of limestone, sue 
mounted by si square tower of the sam 
material covered by a steep pyramidal roo 
terminating in a spire with a cross. Be 
low the eaves of tbis tower is an iron ran 
ing which surrounds the came, and belov 
it are four arch-like openiogs facing tbt 
cardinal points of the compass. The cit> 
as spread ont before us presents a dead ap 
pearance; partly so because it is a gloom} 
morning, witb a thick, silvery fog rising it 
the east from tbe Dead sea. 
No noise o 


bum of a lively busy people is heard. Tb 
few people tbat issue from tbe Damascn 
gate, dragging, guiding and riding donkey 
and camels, are of an indolent cast gen 
erally. 


An old Moslem told us the other day 


when we visited tbe temple area, or "Hai 
am-esh-Sherif," as he termed it, that o 
the great judgment day a thread, as tbin a 
a spider's, will be spanned across from th 
'op of torn wall, tbe place which is show; 
by a broken column protruding therefrom 
to the Batumi! oi tbe Mount of Olives 
whore every Moslem will be judged by ib 
great prophet, Mahomed, who will sit o: 
thu wall. The righteous will beenpporte< 
by angsln and cross in safety. The guilt; 
will fall from tbe cord into the caldron 
hell. 


Tb* "Siieet of David," leading iron, 


Jaffa Gate la the west toward tbe Haram 
area in tbo cast, is about the most impor 
tantstrtelin Jerusalem, bnt a wagon can 
not move along it since it ascends and de 
scends in paved terraces which are fron 
eight to twelve feet m length, when a tie 
of eight inches is formed and a new plal 
form or lertace is arrived af, and so it goe 
on throughout tbe city. A few more of he 
principal streets are paved in tbat manner 
nod thosi: tbat are not so treated are gen 
erally too narrow for a wagon to pass along 
Tbeie streets are lined in the business por 
tion, which clusters principally around tb 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, by low on 
and two-btory buildings of limestone, dirt, 
u appearance with a frontage of from oigb 
to thirty feet, divided off into little sale 
rooms occupying un area of from sis lo ten 
feet deep uad sometimes a little larger 
Above twenty feet deep is a rare exception 
if two-story high then the upper part n 
naed fur dwelling rooms. In these dive 
>he owner and proprietor sits on a ma 
npread ou the floor or on a little platform 
m the center, cross-legged and otherwise 
smoking a common pipe or "nargille,' 
and by n swinging motion is generally en 
abled to reach everything belonging to hi, 
little stock as stored on rough shelve: 
about him and thusly serves his customers 
who have hardly room to enter within tbt 
portals of his store, bat often stand in tbe 
street to make their purchases. Tbe dif 
ferent denominations are somewhat con 
fined to their own streets and quarters, 
is one of the strangest sights lo enter into 
the tbree or four narrow lanes tbat issue 
from tbe Street of David in a norther); 
direction, which are covering the gronnc 
southeasterly from tha Church ol the Holy 
Sepulchre, witb tbeir little stores, lo see 
the mxnifold and carious way, modes, man 
ners, customs and habits of tbe people. Al 
of tbese lanes or slleys ore more or le 
covered by aretes or dingy roofs, and day 
light is t.. a greut extent exeloded. Here 
we meet a number cf s'.orts that • 11 dr; 


copsistiag principally ol bome>ip\in 


;oods. There we encounter some stores 


witb a heterogeneous stock, gewgaws from 


lonatantinople and Mecca. How we pun* 
y a number of them which sell nothi ig else 
nt trinkets ol a religious nature, princi- 
aily beads, ornamental candles, incense, 
ietnres, work in mother-of-pearl and olive 


wood. Again we see shoe stores exhibit- 
ng slippers and footgear in endloss va- 
ieties, witb pointed toes, principally in 
ed leather, to suit Jew, Mohammedan 
nd Bedouin alike. Anon we meet with 
tiilor shop, Jews particularly, sewing 
sily 
by 
hand 
and 
machine, 


with rags 
all 
abont 
them. 
Cooper 


•nd silversmiths as well M Jewelers are 
common, and to see them work witb the 
lexterity and adroitness, exhibited without 
machinery, shows at once the resdines and 
•kill of a high order acquired. Their tools 
•re ol a primitive nature. 
Tbe bellows 


oontist ot a perfect goatskin, with hair still 
attached. Its tall end is covered with dirt 
itud next to tbe little charcoal fire, whilst 
the other end has an aperatnre tbat opens 
and closes, by two wooden slabs, held in 
he baud as the same m oves up and down, 
'unuiog the fire in this manner, tbe other 
band being busy with something else, 


Arriving at the Church of the Holy Sep- 


ulchre, our intention to walk into it are 
listraoted by a Greek fcnerat procession 
.orniing io front ol its little square. We 
.ame to it by a narrow, low gate from tbe 
Hst. The corpse—a husband, as we bear 
—Is fklutl froni the church, Ijing in a kind 
ot Utter, carried by <ix priests, not on their 
(boulders but on tbeir hands, by holding 
beir arms np in a bending position. In 
ront ol the corpse are first two priests in 
•vuite gowns, and like a dram major they 
aold a kind of a scepter each, the one enc 
it wbicb they thrust down from time to 
time. 
Kext came several priests gor 


jeoasly dressed, carrying tbe symbols o; 
the Greek church. Next boys dressed in 
ffbits and blue gowns hold up sticks sur 
ueunted by crown-shaped lanterns lit 
)n« priest continually swings the censoi 
*ith incense, and behind tbe corpse follow 
i number of priests in tbeir common dress 
Then follows the widow, borne up by two 
if them, and all apparently are sba«ing h«r 
;rief. Lastly follow a truin of people. W< 
.ook our station next behind the widow 
£Ur team fell copiously while her bosom 
neived in sorrow. Slowly we moved u] 
he many terraced steps that lead to th 
ri^ht and west from the square into Ohria 
lian street, and by ic into the street o 
David. Here we ware fast gaining on five 
amels heavily ladened with large boxe 
juspeadod from ihoir sides in an obliqui 
I rection, hindered la their progress by 
tbe rains of yesterday, which had mad 
tue roundish stones of the pavement ex

chem. Zion's Gate and its surrounding 
tre not very imposing and dirt and fill 
aave accumulated for ages under its walls 
V7e moved along by it for a few rods wbe: 
we came to the grave yard, an open spac 
lying outside at tbe west end of the soul 
wall covering a few acres with graves, over 
looked from the east by tbe small blae 
dome and minaret tbat stand out above th 
tomb o! David. A little grave bad been dn 
about four feet deep in a stony gronuc 
Here the oorpae was eet down and tbe bea 
jriest began with a poem, when 
second one reached an eulogy aud a thit 
one read a history of tbe married life of th 
deceased and bis certificate of birth. Dur 
mg the time that this was going on, a mos 
revo ting scene greeted our eyes repeatedly 
Fbe skeletons of deceased friends and 
relatives were arranged alongside the grave 
md they were repeatedly kissed by tbe liv- 
ing, and in one instance the skull of one 
was twisted from the atlas bone to which it 
jtill adhered by the membraneous ligaments 
and most vociferously embraced and kissed 
'with load exclamations. In thane p^r- 
formanoes the widow wan one of tbe prin- 
cipal actors. Wben the priest waa done 
the grave digger removed the black cloth 
chut covered the bier and corpse and tlion 
for the first time we discovered tbat Ibe de-

Immedi- 


ately afterward an explosion rent tbe »U 
and a sheet ot flame burst from tbo baild- 
ng on the northwest corner of Noble and 
Wall alleys, and in an instant • mess ol 
bricks, beams and stone tbat constituted 
tbe two-story building w~re flying through 
the air. The scene was terrible. People 
led, shrieking, in every direction, while 
lie alley was instantly covered-wilh a mass 
of debris, from which came eries and moans 
of the injured, and everything was con- 
'asion. As soon as possible tbe police and 
firemen organized snd began the work of 
st-arobing through the mass of brick and 
timbers for the 
unfortunate victims. 


Three were taken, ont d< ad. Thirty peo- 
ple—men, women and children—were in- 
jured, and it is possible other bodies may, 
be found in tbe reins of Ihe building to- 
morrow. The explosion, as near as can 
be ascertained, resulted from an accumula- 
tion of natural gas in tbe cellar of.Mmott's 
bouse, it having leaked in from the street 
main. Besides destroying the bi use and 
block next to it, the house on the other 
Side of the allay w» completely wrecked.
